In this problem we are deat- 
ing with sick and disabled vet- 
erans. Except for some margi- 
nal cases the Government has 
long since generously provided 
for the men whose disabilities 
arise from the war itself. 


These cases before us, except 
for a comparatively small num- 
ber of maginal ones, are in 
reality men disabled from inci- 
dents of civil life since the war- 

Embarrassing. 

The whole matter is one that 
must be approached in a high 
sense of justice and utmost 
sympathy. But this veterans’ 
bill is just bad legislation. It is 
not more in the interest of vet- 
erans than in the interest of 
the taxpayer. The financial 
burdens, the amount of which 
has again been reaffirmed by 
Gen. Hines, and they were even 
increased by Senate amend- 
ments yesterday, do constitute 
a serious embarrassment to the 
Government and to the country, 
but there are other objections 
even more serious. 

This bill selects a particular 
group of 75,000 to 100,000 men, 
makes provision for them in the 
most wasteful and discrimina- 
tory way conceivable and en- 
tirely neglects the equal rights 
to kelp of over 200,000 more 
veterans who are likewise suf- 
fering from disabilities incurred 
in civil life since the war.

This was declared to be 2 
violation of the rules and regala- 


Grove lines, without applying to or 


SENATE EXPECTED 
10 OVERRIDE VETO 
UF VETERANS BILL 


Treasury Estimates Cost at 
$102,000,000 After Re- 
vision of Relief Meas- 
ure,

WASHINGTON, June 24.—A 
Presidential veto awaits the World 
War veterans’ relief bill passed by 
the Senate yesterday by a vote of 
66 to 6, and it is almost equally 
certain that the measure will be 
passed over the veto. 

As passed by the House, it is es- 
timated by the Treasury that the 
bill would cost $181,000,000 in the 
first year of its operation. The 
Senate version reduces this, accord- 
ing to the Treasury's figures, to 
$102,000,000. Advocates of the bill 
on the floor of the Senate yester- 
day asserted that the cost would 
be $74,000,000. 


The American Legion is urging} 


that the House accept the Senate 
amendments that the measure may 
be put through without delay. 

“I know the Senate will not .ad- 
journ until this bill is passed,’’ 
said Senator Watson, the Repub- 
licdn leader, just before the final 
yote in the Senate, “and you could 
not drive the House out of Wash- 
ington until it’ provides pension 
legislation.” 

G. O. P, Stalwarts With Hoover. 

The vote in the Senate saw only 
six Republican stalwarts upholding 
the President in his appeai for 
modification oi the bill.

NEW YORK, June 24.—The 
New York Times radio station at 
Halifax, N. S., overheard the west- 
ward-bound monoplane Southern 
Cross reporting its position at 1:15

itude, 36 degrees west longitude. 


The 1:15 position is on the course 
Capt. Kingsford-Smith set for him- 
self. The plane had traveled ap- 
proximately 336 miles from its po- 
sition at 10 a. m., at an average 
speed of 102 miles an hour. 

This would indicate a subsidence 
ef the dreaded head winds which 
hampel planes bound westward 
over the North Atlantic and raised 
hopes for an earlier arrival here 
than had been forecast.

George A. Lubeley, former vice 
president and cashier of the Nat- 
ural Bridge Bank & Trust Co., was 
indicted by, the/grand jury today 
en three charges of embezzlement 
of the bank’s funds. The total 
shortage resulting from Lubeley’s 
speculations was recently an- 
nounced as $156,000. 

The indictments charge Lubeley 
with uging securities of the bank 
in obtaining personal loans at other 
banks. ‘Investigation by the Cir- 


instances in which the cashier di- 
verted bank collateral to his own 
use, but only three cases were cited 
for the purpose of indictments. 
Lubeley obtained possession of the 
securities, it was learned, after the 
bonds had been used as collateral! 
for loans from other banks. When 
the loans were paid it was Lube- 
ley’s duty to see that the collateral 
was returnred to the Natural Bridge 
Bank. In place of returning the 
bonds to his bank, Lubeley used 
the securities for personal loans. 
Specific Instances Cited. 

The indictments specify that 
bonds of $5000 were taken in two 
instances on March 12, last, and 
bonds of $7000 on April 11. 

Lubeley, who lives at 4550 Holly 
avenue, was placed under $20,000 
bond May 27 pending action by the 
grand jury. Through his attorney, 
he has since indicated that he will 
offer no defense against the crim- 
inal charges. 

Otto G. Koenig, president of the 
bank, announced May 19. that 
Lubely had confessed to him the 
theft of $45,000 of the bank's 
bonds, which, Koenig said, Lube- 
ley had used as collateral to ob- 
tain money for an outside business 
yenture. 

The amount of the shortage rose 
steadily, until June 13, after the 
bank had been reorganized with a 
new president, John C. Tobin, at- 
torney for the bank, disclosed that 
the total loss was $156,000. In- 
cluded in this sum were forged 
notes for $55,000 bearing the name 
of Lubeley'’s brother, a priest, and 
the former cashier's widowed sis- 
ter-in-law. 

Priest's Signature Forged. 

The Rev. Joseph F. Lubeley, 
pastor of Holy Trinity Church, 
3519 North Fourteenth street, and 
Mrs. Ida Uelthof, 1942 East Warne 
avenue, both have told bank offi- 
cers that signatures purporting to 
be theirs on notes in the bank's 
possession, are forgeries. John H. 
Aid, a broker, also repudiated the 
signature purporting to be his on 
a $4000 note at the bank. 

In addition Lubeley overissued 
154 shares of stock in the bank, 
then valued’ at $150, although its 
par vajue was $100. He obtained 
an undetermined amount of money 
by means of accommodation notes.

Crane,’ is 
designed to relieve the mental 
strain on. pilots flying blind. in 
experiments at Brooks field, it ts 
said to have reduced vertigo, or 
dizziness, the cause of most crash- 
es in fog and on stormy nights, by 
two-thirds. 

A canvas lid is fitted over the 
cockpit in which Ocker sits, cut- 
ting off his view of the outside 
world. In addition to the integra- 
tor, he usés other regulation army 
instruments to guide him.

“It should be understood that 
we do not claim the light would do 
equally well everywhere. Cornell 
is in a cloud belt, with less winter 
sunshine than at some places.

“We have not tried thé light on 
the 75 per cent who represent. nor- 
mal cold susceptibility. But some 
of our studies indicate that the 
so-called cold epidemics are most- 
ly confined to the 25 per cent of 
cold susceptibles, and that if we 
can protect them, there will be no~ 
epidemics. 

“Only 15 women took the light, 
rnot beginning until Jan, 27.. They 
showed a cold reduction of 19.9 
per cent.”

Anti-Saloon League: Born of God 


(Continued) 


HE Anti-Saloon League was founded upon the theory that the 
Savior and his twelve apostles had made a ‘“‘mess” of salvaging 
the human race. - Under the teachings of Christ and the preach- 


ing of old-time religion too many goats were going astray. 


The 


preacher who relied upon his Bible was an old fogy. Salvation by 
education, moral teaching and suasion was a failure. 


What was needed was a law and 
a jail. Dr. Russel] organized his 
apostolic staff to put over the law. 
Christ, with 12 apostles, had wast- 
ed centuries trying to reform, re- 
deem and Christianize the human 
race. Dr. Russell, with his legion 
of apostles, would accomplish the 
whole thing t7 an act of Congress. 
Those who did not elect to go to 
heaven by his route would go to 
jail under his law. It was to be a 
new order of things. 

Let us drop into one of Apostle 
Russell's meetings and hear, from 
his own lips, the magic story—a 


story without a parallel in human : 


or Biblical history. 

The scene is the grand ballroom 
of the Mayflower Hotel in Wash- 
ington. The apostles had come 
from every quarter of Dr. Russell's 
kingdom. There were the 19 com- 
prising the Executive Committee of 
the Anti-Saloon League. There 
were the 52 representing the State 
and Territorial leagues. There 
were the 156 representing the 
Board of Directors of the National 
League. There were the money 
changers who had been brought to 
the feast\for shearing. 


Get the Money! 


There were no fishermen either 

of fish or men among Dr. Russell's 
apostolic group. Mathew and Luke 
and James and Peter would have 
been out of place in such society. 
The aposties of Dr. Russell lived in 
luxury at this fashionable hotel, 
instead of in huts by the sea. These 
men were gathered there to raise 
money, to perpetuate the doctrine 
whereby men are to be made 
righteous by act of Congress. 
. Imagine what an ass Paul would 
have made of himself, if in rein- 
carnation he had appeared before 
this company and repeated that 
outgrown bromide from his epistle 
to the Galatians: : 

“For if righteousness come by 
the law, then Christ is dead in 
vain.” 

Or, suppose that the gentle Spir- 
it, whose moral and religious teach- 
ings had endured for 19 centuries, 
had appeared on the scene and per- 
formed the miracle of turning wa- 
ter into wine for the merriment of 


the festival, as He did at the wed- 


ding feast of Cana. With Apos- 
tle Russell on one side of Him and 
Apostle Kresge on the other, He 
would have been led to the jail, and 
the next morning He would have 
been tried in cotirt, with the Anti- 
Saloon League demanding that the 
last ounce of the penalty be laid 
upon His back. 

The scene in the gilded ballroom, 
where the money-raising dinner is 
to be held, is impressive. The 
speaker's table is decorated with 
flags. The tables are laid with 
silver and fine linen. All the big 
rich who can be persuaded to at- 
tend are there. The magic word 
painter, James A. White, from 
Ohio, is introduced. 


“No money is tainted if the Anti- 
Saloon League can get hold of it,” 
he exclaims in-his opening sen- 
tence. He proceeds with great elo- 
quence and oratorical power. Be- 
fore he has speken five minutes 
you are almost -convinced that 
Congress is in special session re- 
pealing the prohibition law, and 
resubmitting the eighteenth amend- 
ment to conventions of the people, 
with implied instructions to de- 
Stroy it there. ‘The vicious wets 
have entered into a foul conspi- 
racy to unhorse prohibition. They 


‘are spending millions. The prohi- 


bition fight must be won over 
again. Are the forces of righteous- 
ness represented in this divine 
gathering going to keep their 
money in their fists and let the 
aposties lose this Christian fight? 
No siree! A thousand times no. 


Making Congress “Surrender.” 

After this preliminary, Dr. Rus- 
sell, founder of the divine Anti- 
Saloon League, is introduced to 
take charge of the meeting. His 
loving task is to introduce’ the 
permanent chairman, the financial 
angel of the league, Sebastian 8S 
Kresge. But before introducing 
the chairman, Dr. Russell cannot 
repress the desire to tell the gath- 
ering how he and Mr. Kresge 
themselves, without any consider- 
able aid from the other aposties, 
put the eighteenth amendment in- 
to the Constitution of the United 
States.. 

T shall not repeat Dr. Russell's 
self-administered eulogy. I shall 
condense his facts into: a few sen- 
tences. When the eighteenth amend- 
ment was pending in Congress, Dr. 
Russell and Mr: Kresge sent 35 
different, high-powered letters of 
solicitation to each of 135,000 busi- 
ness men and manufacturers in the 
United States for money and sup- 
port. The letters were effective. 
Thirteen thousand—less than 10 
per cent to be accurate—responded. 

A few days before the vote was 
to be taken the two apostles met 
in Kresge’s office in Detroit. Out 
of the 13,000 they selected 2400 to 
whom. they sent telegrams urging 
them to flood Congress with tele- 
grams demanding the submission of 
the amendment. 

“We blocked: the telegraph wires 
in Washington for three days,”’ Dr. 
Russell says, Very modestly. ‘“Then 
Congress surrendered. The first to 
bear the white flag was Senator 
Warren Harding of Ohie. He 
sought me out and told me he was 
opposed personally to the amend- 
ment. .But since there was such 
unanimity of sentiment among the 
business men and manufacturers he 
would submerge his own opinion, 
and vote for submission provided 
a rider was attached that it must 
be ratified in six years. We got it 
changed to seven.” 

That was Dr. Russell’s story. of 
how the job was done. Two men,

Empire problems. 

The recommendation tis con- 
tained in the second half of the 
Commission’s report, covering 
nearly three years of investigation 
and labor, and containing deduc- 
tions derived from the first halt 
of the report published a fortnight 
ago. It is commented that the 
commissioners—six in number, be- 
side Sir John had already reached 
an unanimous decision on the rec- 
ommendations when the present 
disorders began three months ago. 

“While we are prepared to rec- 
ommend a considerable advance to- 
ward self-government, and while 
we believe that a sense of respon- 
sibility can only be taught by mak- 
ing men responsible for the effects 
of their own actions, we desire to 
secure that experience is not 
bought too dearly,” the report says. 

For Essential Safeguards. 

“There must be in India a pow-

States of the Indian Princes. 


Foremost in the Commissioners’ 
scheme for a Federated India is 
the plan to join both the states of 
‘the Indian princes—always with 
their consent—and the provinces 
of British India in the union 
scheme. Each would be autono- 
mous according to capacity for 
self-government. Their relations 
with each othér in the central gov- 
erment would be always only on 
certain previously specified ‘‘mat- 
ters of common concern.” Both 
princely states and provinces would 
increase in autonomy gradually as 
their capacity for self-government 
increased. 


The report states that the Com- 
missioners aim “‘at giving the max- 
imum of provincial autonomy con- 
sistent with the common interest of 
India as a whole. This meang the 
abolition of diarrchy for it was 
the essence of this system that

NEW YORK, June 21. 

HE was 69 years old last week, 
Sane she is still breaking rules. 

She never learned not to break 
them. 

The rule that she broke Friday, 
when, for the first time, in the 
Roxy Theater, she made her ap- 
pearance in the four-a-day, was the 
rule about encores. There aren't 
supposed to be any. Ernestine 
Schumann-Heink was supposed to 
walk out on the Roxy stage, sing 
her song—she had chosen “Danny 
Boy,” because, she says, she has 
made so many wounded § soldiers 
happy with that song and so she 
especially loves it—and that was all. 
Instead of which, she finished with 
“Danny Boy,” accepted, with that 
funny little boyish bob of her 
queenly head, the plaudits and 
bravos of her audience, and then, 
with the mischievous air of a 
naughty child, said: “I know it’s 
against the rules, but I'm sure they 
won't mind.” 


After which Ernestine Schu- 
mann-Heink, world’s greatest con- 
traito, last of the Titans, mother, 
grandmother and great-grandmoth- 
er, presented her rapturous audi- 
ence with not one encore. but two; 
Arditi’s “Bolero” and the well- 
loved Brahm’'s “Cradle Song.” 


During this week of her appear- 
ance at the Roxy Theater, Ernes- 
tine Schumann-Heink will sing no 
less than 30 times. But she loves 
it. It is meat and drink and 
breath of life to her. In spite of 
which, there’s no use pretending 
that the great, gracious diva wasn't 
nervous about her first singing to 
a moving picture theater audience, 
because she was. 


“Ach,” she said, laying her big, 
capable hand on her capacious, 
rose georgette clad bosom, in her 
little dressing room, after the sing- 
ing of that one planned-for song, 
and those two others which were 
simply the spontaneous ebullition 
of her love of singing and her gen- 
erous love for those to whom she 
sings, “Ach, I did not sleep all 
night. And this morning I drank 
coffee like a crazy thing.” 


“Like a crazy thing,” translated 
into terms of the number of cups, 
dwindled down to just one extra. 
But that was breaking another rule 
for the diva, because she keeps 
herself disciplined as to food and 
drink. 

“Yes, I am nervous,” she repeat- 
ed. “I am always nervous until I 
get on the stage.

“Seventy? What is that?” she 
asks in scornful tones. “There are 


‘people who said that they believe 


I will retire when I am 70. But 
to me 70 is only a number. It is 
10 i1a0ore than 60 and 10 less than 
$0. I sang when I was 60 and I 
shall sing, God willing, when I am 
80. I shall die singing.” 

She is religious, this woman of 
strength and of song. She says 
that there is not enough religion 
in the world today, and that that 
is one reason for unhappiness and 
dissatisfaction. “I am old,” she 
says, “and it may be that my joints 
are a little stiff. If I feel my 69 
years at all it is in the joints, not 
in the voice. But 1s hether I am 
stiff or no I go down on my knees 
every night to thank God for what 
He has given me and to ask Him 
a blessing upon my loved ones and 
my friends.”

RNESTINE SCHUMANN- 

HEINK, born in- Austria, of a 

Bohemian father and an Ital- 
lan mother, Schumann-Heink, for 
53 years an outstanding figure in 
the operatic life of two continents, 
is a woman who, despite her op- 
eratic career, is at heart deeply 
conservative. She believes that 
motherhood is the best career for 
a woman, save that woman be a 
genius of the first rank. 

“Better a first rate wife and 


‘Rome maker and mother,” she says, 


“than a second rate artist. There 
is nothing to me more pitiful than 
the thought of a mediocre artist 
giving up children and the possibil- 
ities of a home to inflict herself 
on the public. Sometimes it is pos- 
sible, as it has been in my case, 
to have both a career and a home 
and children, but ft would be im- 
possible for a temperamenta!] per- 
son.”’ 

She has no use for “those tem- 
peramental artists,” as she calls 
them. “Why.” she demands, “just 
because they have a cultivated gift, 
does that make them different from 
or better than the rest of the 
world? There is no excuse for 
such nonsense. Temperament— 
temperament is nothing but an ex- 
cuse for bad manners.” 


In line with this conservatism is 
her attitude towards women in 
politics and women smoking She 
finishes off both questions in a 
neat, contralto-voiced epigram. 
“Women with the vote,” she says, 
in magnificent disregard for facts, 
“are like a child who cries for a 
new top, and when she gets it 
doesn’t want it.” And as to cig- 
arettes, “Bah! what can be more 
distressing to a father and mother 
than to see a girl spoiling her 
beautiful feminine qualities — and 
possibly a fine voice—by smoking 
those nasty little things? Cigarettes 
will never keep any home fires 
burning.

Warts. 
HE common variety of wart is 
infectious in character. 
It is “catchy” in the sense that 
it may be contracted from another, 
and in that it spreads from part-to 
part my transmission of the infect- 
ing agent. 
The most common location of 
this type of wart is on the back 
of the fingers, around the knuck- 
les and at the nail margins. Be- 
cause the common wart tends. to 
become contaminated with dirt, 
its color usually is either brown 
or black 
In children, it is not uncommon 
to find associated with finger warts 
a flat type of wart that appears 
on the face. These, too, are con- 
tagious in character. 
A painful type of wart some- 
times is found. on the sole of the 
foot. These warts, commonly lo- 
cated at the heel or ball of the big 
toe, often cause pain in walking. 
While warts sometimes will dis- 
appear of their own accord, they 
more commonly need attention. 
Especially is this the crse when 
they are numerous or bothersome. 

Glacial acetic acid is the most 
cOmmonly used caustic and usu- 
ally is applied twice daily to the 
warty growth. The acid, Lowever, 
is destructive to the tissue and 
must be used with great caution. 
The healthy tissue surrounding 
the wart should be protected by a 
coating of vaseline, 

Face warts particularly must be: 

hangled with caution. Bearing in 
mind the dire consequences that 
might follow the unskilled treat- 
ment of a face wart, the task 
should not be trusted to any but 
those properly trained. 
e Warts in the aged and in the 
senile should be regarded with 
suspicion. Not infrequently they 
are the beginnings of cancerous 
growths. 

They should be left alone and 
guarded against irritation until a 
diagnosis is made and proper 
treatment is begun.
